The third charge was in terms

: Embezzlement Charge Also. 


The defendant, on the fourth, 
charge, was alleged to have em- 
bezzled a sum of $294.60 réceived 
by him for or in the name or on 
account of Messrs. Gande. Price. 
his’ employers. 

Detailing the substance of the 
charges to his Worship Mr. Whyte 
Smith snid: : 


“The accused has been. in the 
employment of Messrs. Gande, 
Price and Co: for some years, His 
duties were to go out and get 
orders from Japanese ships and 
then, having got these orders, he 
had to-get the stock, liquors or 
tobacco or whatever it was, and sce 
that the things were delivered to 
the ships. Then it war his res- 
ponsibility for going out and get- 
ting payment of the accourn. - 

“He was paid partly by salary 
and partly ky commission. About 
the luth. of each moat he was 
supposed to hand in to Gande, Price 
and Co. a list of outstanding ac- 
counts, On April 11 the manager 
of Gande, Price and Co. asked him 
for the said account and on the 
12th. he (accused) handed in this 
xecount (account produced). This, 
I will submit, is almost entirely 
false. This fs the account he hand- 
ed in and that, . your Worship, 
forms the subject of the first 
charge—that is, making a fraudu- 
lent entry ih the account. 


Forged Chop Impressions, 


“For the purposes of these pro- 
ceedings I have selected one item 
in the account. I have selected 
the item of $1,278.40 which is sup- 
posed to be due by the O.S.K.’s 
Buenos.

MANCHURIA PROBLEM. 


,DISQUIETING PROSPECTS 
SAYS LONDON 


London, July 22. 

“The -pending crisis over Man- 
churja when the Lytton © report 
reaches Geneva has aroused appre- 
hensions by all thoughtful people. 

Despite the preoccupation of 
Ottawa and home problems,. the 
Spectator typically commehts that 
prospects are extremely disquiet- 
ing. everything indicates that 
Japan will refuse to assent to any 
arrangement interfering with the 
status of the  Manchukuo as 
nominally independent, but vir- 
tually dapan’s: fief. 

With the history of Korea as 
an object lesson, neither the 
League nor the United States can 
tolerate that. Therefore they 
must. decide how far to . express 
their disapproval, Meanwhile the 
constant interference with the 
customs offictals, apparently at 
Japanese instigation, may lead to 
serious complications before Lord 
Lytton reports.—Rewler.

ANNUAL EMPIRE 
FAIRS 


The decision to make the Empire 
Products Fairy an annual function 
in Hongkong is one which, we feel 
sure, will meet with general com- 
mendation. Bearing in mind the 
limitedl time available for arrang- 
ing the first Fair, it was. really 
surprising that there should have 


been such a fine response on the 


part of exhibitors and the public. 
Al] reasonable 
exceeded, not only in the way of 
support and patronage, but also in 
the volume of actual business done. 
Tn short, Hongkong’s first Empire 
Day Fair, limited in character 
thouch it was, was sufficient to 
establish the point that the Colony 
could well do with a yenrly func- 
tion of the kind. That was the 
opinion heard on all hands im- 
mediately after Empire Day, and it 
sill represents the view of all who 
were aysociated with the initial 
venture. oO 

“There is a widespread — feeling, 
however, that coming Empire Fairs 
might, with advaniag2 to all con- 
cerned be on a much larger scale 
than the last, and that they should 
be spread over a period of several 
days, There are many reasons in 
favour oG this suggestion, such as 
the incentive which would be offer- 
ed to commercial firms to organise 
more eluborate displays, for it must 
be borne in mind that the induce- 
ment to spend money-in exhibiting 
is all the stronger when sufficient 
time is permitted the public to at- 
tent, This point is important in 
the case of visitors from the Out- 
ports who might well be pcvsuaded 
to take a week's holiday during the

Fascism should become a new 
kind of democracy, genuinely 
popular and syndicalistic, En- 
trusted with all political functions 
connected with the Fascist revolu- 
tion, Signor Grandi acted as inter- 
mediary -botween Mussolini ‘and 
King Victor Emmanuel for a 
Pacific solution of the constitu- 
tional crisis provoked by tho in- 
surrection of tho Faselsti. © He 
succeeded in convincing the King 
that the only solution of-the crisis 
was to summon Mussolini to 
Rome.

| Teddington it was impossible to 
run the model at sufficiently high 
speed to enable true data of the 
boat's performance at full speed to 
be obtained, 


Maneuvring tests to ascertain 
the turning capabilities of the hull 
were made in a novel manner. 
The model, fitted with a forward 
rudder, was propelled by means 
of rockets placed aft. The for- 
svard rudder was set and held in 
position by a piece of gun cotton. 
When the model had gathered. full 
speed by means of the rockets the 
gun cotton fuse was burnt through 
rand the rudder pulled hard over .by 
a rubber band. This experiment 
showed that the sudden change of 
direction did not affect the boat's 
stability.

MINISTER'S MESSAGE 
"TO. COMMONS. 


London, May 10. 

Serious alarm over the number of 
street and = rond casualties — i 
Great Britnin was expressed here 
this week by Minister of Tran-. 
sport P. J. Pybus and other govern- 
ment und police officinia charged 
traffic control and supervi- 
sion.» In 1931, there were 6,691 
persons killed and 202,119 injured 
in traffic acefdents in this country, 
Mr. Pybus told the House of Com- 
mons. 

These fizures—for one year of 
peace--are more than four times | 
the number of British troops kill- 
ed ‘and Injured: and died of disensa 
in the whole Bocr War. The pu- 
blication of these statistics syn- 
chronised with National Safety 
Week and the meeting of the Na- 
tionnl Safety Congress, which dis- 
cussed the whole field of traffic and 
industrial accidents. 


Eighteen Person Killed 
Every Day. 


Trafic casunlties—the rate of 
which is nearly the same to-day— 
mean that daily there are about 
eighteen persons killed and 583 in- 
jured on the streets and roads of; 
this country. For the whole of 
last year, compnred with 1930, 
there were 614 Jess deaths, . but 
24,224 more injuried. In London, 
alone, for the first three months, 
this year, there were 27,977 traffic 
accidents, involving 314° deaths 
and 10,865 injured. Of the dead, 
224 were pedestrians, 20 occupants 
of vehicles, 46 cyclists and 24 tho- 


‘} torcyclists, 


Commenting on the accident fig. 

ures, in his spcectt before the Na- 
tional Snfety. Convress, Sir Henry 
Piggott, Deputy Seerctary of the 
Ministry of Transport, declared 
that a large proportion of casual- 
ties could, and should, be prevent- 
ed from continuing. “If some 
disease or plague cliimed victims 
on this scale the whole medical 
faculty of the country would be 
mobilised to mect the situation 
and provide a remedy.” He add- 
ed, however, that little more could 
Ge done than to reduce the number 
of accidents by means of further 
venal legislation. or by additional 
legislation. : 
“What is needed,” he went on, 
“is that public opinion ang 
the public conscience + be ou 
aroused ax to insist that the reck- 
less motorist, who has endangered 
lives of others, shall be adequate- 
ly punished.” 

As regards blame for the majori- 
ty of traffic accidents, there is 
nearly general agreement that, in 
the cities, it rests on pedestrians, 
and, in rural areas, on motorists. 
Of the 224 pedestrians killed in’ 
London’ in the first three months 
of this year, “police place the 
blame for 163 thereof. on pedes- 
trians, There is undoubtedly a lot 
of “jay-walking” in London—a 
fact which has been made plain 
since the introduction of automa- 
tie traffic: light signals on a num- 
ber of streets here. While motor- 
ists, naturally, have to pay care- 
ful attention to these signals, pe- 
destrians make a practice of ignor- 
ing them in crossing streets. 


So far as accidents on country 
ronds are concerned, the official | 
Royal Automobile Club here said 
the great bulk thereof are due‘ 
either to motorists passing one - 
another at blind’ bends, or other ; 
spots where there is not clear vi- | 
sion abead or to, drivers from | 
sideroads entering the main roads | 
without proper care, In the 
towns, he declared, the best reme- 
dy against accidents would be to 
muke “dangerous walking” a pun 

shable offense and te falro stroaneee 
er action against careless eyclists, 


Although there was a decrease 
of 614 traffie fatalists in. this 
country in 1931, as compured with 5 
1930, Str Henry Pigyott pointed 
out that 1931 was a year of depres- 
sion, with a decline of 3.2 per cent. 
in Heensed motor vehicles, whith 
would account for part of the 8.5 
decrease in fatal accidents. 


As regards the decrease of .73 -

TAR ‘ON ROADS. 


A Suggestion to | 
Surveyors. | 


_By Chiltern in the “News- i 
Chronicle.” i 

It is time the tar treatment of 
roads received more consideration 
from round ‘surveyors - and public 
authorities. Not only is it a nuf- 
sance, but it is damaging to the; 
value of cars. 

There may ‘be — controversy 
about the ygritting material best 
suited to a particuar rong, but 
surely there can be no’ argument 
adopting vw system of doing half 
the road at a time. 2 

The damage done to tyres alone 
by the whole width of a road hav- 
ing a dressing of sharp chippings is 
considefable, After oa car has 
passed over such a surface—even 
if a puncture does not’ occur—in- 
numerables: bits of grit, become 
embedded in the tyres and even- 
tually cause punctures ag well as 
wowing wet to rot-the fabric. 

There is also the ‘question of 
damage to the finish of the car. 
It may not seem 2 big job to clean 
noecar, but it is such circumstan- 
ces,.as few drivers can undertake 
the task before the tar has har- 
dened on the cellulose. :

It is comparatively remote from 
London, and yet sufficiently near to 
nyoid spending half the holiday in 
getting there and back. | : 

Exeter, which is an ideal start- 
ing point, is 178 miles from Lon- 
don—well within. the compass of 
a day’s run—and is a city replete 
with interest. Indeed, two or 
three days could be spent. in the 
city. . It is one of the oldest in 
England, and contains many monu- 
ments of the past. .The cathcdral 
is one of the finest in the country, 
nnd there is a church that always 
intrigues me. 

St. Mary Steps, in-the old dis-

Wild and Beautiful. 

My route will take us westward 
through Moreton Hampstead — to 
Tavistock, Liskeard, then tarning 
north through Wadebridge to 
Tintagel, Boscastle, and the 
“Kingsley country’ to Appledore 
and Barnstaple, returning, — to 
Exeter through Crediton. This 
takes us'through some of the 
wildest of the moorland country, 
to many beauty, spots famous in 
fact and fiction, and to places 


‘where history has been made. 


Leaving Exeter we take the 
route.to Moreton Hampstead, a 
small market town on the verge of 
Dartmoor.

At one time Tavistock: posessed a 
magnificent abbey, ruins of which 
remain. When Henry VIII. sup- 
pressed the religious houses the 
ubbey and its lands were given by 
him to John Russell, first Earl of 
Bedford, and have remained in the 
pokseasion of the family ever since. 


A Giant's Bones. 


In the church, of St. Eustachius 
ave preserved some huge bones, ex- 
humed from the ryins of the abbey, 
which are said to“have belonged to 
Prdulph, who founded the abbey in 
the tenth century. If these are 
indeed his bones, England must 
have bred giants in those days! 

Lostwithiel is worth a stop. ‘At 
one time the chief sent _of govern- 
ment of the Duchy of Cornwall, it 
lies in a valley, girt about with 
wooded hills, the exquisitely grace- 
ful carly fourteenth century stone 
lantern spire of the ehurch form- 
ing n centre.
